M'ADOO ENDS ALL INVESTIGATION 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 138.—[Special. ]— 
The report of the government bureau of pub- 
lic health, condemning the alleged tubercu- 
losis cure being exploited by William Lormier 
and Dr. Peter P. Duket in Chicago, was dis- 
closed here today. 

As the result of efforts made by TuwE 
CHiIcaGo TRIBUNE, Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo transmitted? to the senate all the 
information in the possession of the govern- 
ment concerning this and other tuberculosis 
treatments. 

The verdict of the public health service on 
the Duket ‘“‘cure’’ is contained in a letter 
from Dr. Julius O. Cobb, surgeon in command 
of the marine hospitalin Chicago, to Surgeon 
General Blue which contains the following 
ooncitisions: 

Judging by the cases I saw and basing 
my expression on a wide experience with 
consumptives I feel safe in predicting 
that the so called Duket consumption cure 
will be a flat failure. 

I believe the claims for the alleged Duket 
consumption ‘cure to be wholly unjustifi- 
able and because of the Gnwarranted ad- 

vyertising and publicity given to the alleged 
cure, becuse of the secrecy of the 
treatment, and because of the short time 
the cases have been under the observation 
of Dr. Herzog and his assistants, l re- 
spectfully recommend that the. service 
refuse any further investigation of the 
treatment and its results. 


Lorimer Champions the “Cure.”, . 

Secretary McAdoo states that the first in- 
formation concerning thé Duket treatment 
was received in the following letter from 
William Lorimer: 

“Chicago, Ill., March 21.—Dr Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General, Bureau of Public Health, 
Washington, D. C—My Dear General: lam 
taking this opportunity to bring.to your at- 
tention a treatment for tuberculosis of the 
lungs which is being* tested in this city at 
this time. It came to my notice several 
monihs ago, since which time there have 
been treated under my direction and ob- 
servation nineteen patients for the purpose 
of satisfying myself of the merits of the 
treatment. These cases were in the third 
stage. Four of the patients died and these 
four were greatly advanced cases. 

“ Three patients are now under treatment, 
one of whom has developed complications, 
while the other two are improving rapidly. 
The remaining eleven so far as laymen can 
determine are free from the disease. Atany 
rate, they are walking around attending to 
their usual vocations, with every appearance 
of good health. One of these is the Rev. C. J. 
Ford of St. Rita’s college, Chicago. If itis 
desired I can furnish the names of and lab- 
oratory reports for the nineteen cases. 

“It was because of the results achieved 
im these cases that I was encouraged to 
found a scientific laboratory, where further 
treatment might be conducted under the 
observation of skilled pathologists and med- 
ical men. The director of the laboratory, 
Dr. Maximilian Heggog, will be glad to ex- 
tend to a repre cates of your office every 
facility to observe the tests, the treatments, 
and the results achieved. 

“If you should determine to designate a 
representative to observe our experiments 
I shall be pleased to see that he has oppor- 
tunities to investigate every phase of the 
tests and their results. Yours very truly,

Blue’ Replies to Lorimer, 

To this letter” Surgeon General Blue re- 
Plied: 

“The question of the development of an 
acequate treatment of tuberculosis is of great 
importance and this bureau is much inter- 
ested in the subject; but on account of lim- 
ited facilitics it is impossible now to under- 
take additional work along these lines.”

TO AIDTHEM PENDS 


Health Commissioner Young, 
with Police, Closes Three 
Underground Shops. 


EFFORT TO NULLIFY LAW

Secret Clause in Senate Bill Would 
Legalize Type of Places 
That Are Shut Up. 


EXPOSURE MAY SAVE ORDINANCE 


Coincident with the discovery that by some 
legerdemain at Springfield there has been in- 
corporated in senate bill 288 a proviso legal- 
izing underground bakeries, against which 
Chicago’s health authorities have fought for 
years, Dr. George B. Young, health commis- 
sioner, last night raided three horrible ex- 
amples of the so-called dough mines. 

The raids brought to light shocking condi- 
tions which are difficult to suppress entirely 
even under the present law. And some one 
has been trying to slip through the legisia- 
ture—ecretly—an act which would permit 
specifically the operation of cellar and sub- 
cellar bakeries, and nullify the Chicago ordl- 
nance which in the interest of public health 
prohibits them. 


Dr. Young Leads Bakery Raids. 

Dr. Young personally led the raids on one 
west side and two north side underground 
bakeries. What he found he described as 
“ nauseating.”” Darkness, dampness, and 
filth were found hand in hand with sewer 
gas, poor or absolutely no ventilation, and 
inadequate drainage. 

Gaunt cats living on gaunter rats which 
first sampled the food destined for the tables 
of thousands stalked through cellar bake 
shops or dozed on piles of greasy rags or flour 
sacks. In hot and musty infernos of dust 
and smell, Dr. Young camé upon bakers lean- | 
ing over the mixing tablea while dust and 
dirt filtered in from the street. 


“It Is Murder,” Says Dr. Young. 
“Is it any wonder,’ said Dr. Young, “ that 


‘the bakers have one of the highest death 


rates from tuberculosis, whem they have to 
work in holes like these? And yet the prod- 
ucts of these places have to be eaten daily 
by thousands, It is murder.’’ | 

The commissioner ordered the three shops 
“closed until further notice.” The owners 
Were ordered to finsh the work on their ta- 
bles, but to leave off further work. 

In each of the three places closed policemen 
were left on guard to see that the orders 
were carried out. 

Under the reading of the new bakeshop 


ordinance, which has been sustained by the 


Supreme court of Illinois, the three raided 
shops are declared illegal. The law pro- 
hibits the maiptenance of bakeshops in cel- 
lars, basements, or subcellars, for the rea- 
s0n employés in such placés are subject to 


pulmonary troubles, which in turn form a 


Source of contamination for the food they 
It is this law that the mysterious 
clause in senate bill 283 proposes to undo. 


Shops Closed by Raiders. 

The three underground bakeshops 
that were closed in the raid are: 

Max Finklestein, 842 West Twelfth 
street. 

Jawoski & Widmer, 740 Wells street. 

Martin Anderson, 441 West Division 
street. 

Dr. Young took his drastic action oniy after 
repeated warnings and appeals had been sent 
out to the three bakers. Records in the health 
department ghow that im all three instances 
inspectors have »een after the owners for 
from three to four years, and in some cases 
longer, to comply with the law by moving 


their bakeshops above ground. 


Dr. Young and his raiding party, includ- 
ing Charles B. Ball, chief sanitary inspector; 
W. B. Taylor, supervisor of sanitary inspec- 
tion, and J. H. Wilson, supervisor of sanitary 
inspection, first visited the Finklestein bak- 
ery in West Twelfth street. Entrance to the 
dark cear bakeshop was gained through a 
flight of st¢ep stairs cropping sheer from 
the sidewalk. 


Room Under the Sidewalk. 

Dr. Young sent his flashlight around under 
the stairs. The light disclosed @ room under 
the sidewalk. One side of the stone chamber 
was piled high with kindling wood and the 


‘other with cases of eggs. Around was rub- 


bish. The ovens were in the center of the 
cellar. The atmosphere was atifiing. What 
air entered the cellar brought with it the 
street dirt from the sidewalk at the top of the 
cellar stairs.

Aided by Representative Homer J. Tice and 
a few of the cooler si, Pies of the 
house, Speaker McKinley ceeded in re- 
storing order and prevented a free for all 
fight between the friends of Gorman and 
Wilson, 

Representative Richardson's bill to curb 
vice was under consideration, and Repre- 
sentative Holaday of Danville was making 
a speech against the measure when the trou- 
ble oceourred. The bill was defeated. 


Orders Wilson to “Get Out.” 
. Representative Wilson had gone tothe rear 
of the hall on the Democratic side and was 
talking to several Democratic ‘‘ drys ’’ when 
Representative Gorman, in a tone loud 
enough to be heard throughout the hall of 
representatives, called to him: 

** Get out of here, you piker—go back where 
you belong.” 

Wilson’s reply was not loud enough te be 
heards and his retort apparently ended the 
episode. When Wilson started back to his 
seat on the Republican side of the halla few 
moments later he encountered Gorman at the 
door of the Republican cloak room. 

No words were passed, but with one blow 
to Wilson's jaw Gorman knocked him down.

Gorman Tries to Renew. Fight. 

Speaker McKinley accepted the advice and 
Representative Holaday aided him by con- 
tinuing the speech he was making when the 
trouble occurred. The speaker was deaf to 
further cries to adjourn, and the house was 
rounding into an orderly state when witha 
rush Representative Gorman left his seat

Springfield, Ill, June 13.—[Special. }—With

It was an evening of tribute to the women 
and they liked it.

Election Commisgsicner Anthony Czarnecki, 
who is conducting an independent investiga- 
fion of alleged fraud in the election last No- 
yember, put.Hoff on the witness stand aga 
result of the statement on Thursday by Tim- 
othy Crowe, deputy county clerk, that he had 
beard the machines were tampered with 
after the election and before the state's at- 
torney recount. 

For the first time since Mr. Czarnecki began 
to investigate the fraud charges his two col- 
leagues on the board—Chairman Charles Kel- 
Jerman and Dr. Howard S. Taylor—displayed 
more than passing interest in the examina- 
tion. They sought, however, to discredit 
Crowe's credibility by attacking his record 
as a former election judge. 


Taylor Questions Witness, 

Dr. Taylor remained in the. bourd room 
while Hoff, who lives at 2712 Fullerton ave- 
nue was questioned, and after Commissioner 
Czarnecki's examination he drew from Hoff 
that he did not know and had not heard of 
anv one tampering with the machines. 

“All the machines had two ¢ets of keys,”’ 
eaid Hoff in reply to Mr. Czarnecki’s ques- 
tions. “ The duplicate keys were stored in a 
vault here in the election commissioners’ of- 
fice and the other keys were stored in the 
warehouse in a vault over there.’”’

During the campaign Mr. McCormick spent 


$1,100 in the advertising columns of the 
Examiner for the advocacy of his candidacy. 
His advertising was placed by the Thompson 
agency and the regular commercial rate as 
set forth on the newspaper’s rate card was 
paid. Later Mr. McCormick received a de- 
mand for $400 more, on the ground that “ po- 
Litical advertising ’’ in the Examiner was 
charged for at a special, higher rate. 

Payment on this bill for $400 was refused 
and suit followed. After hearing the evi- 
dence the jury found the newspaper was not 
entitled to the additional $400.

City Club Committee to Insist on 
Expert Inquiry Before 
| Aetion.

A secret meeting starting before 1 o'clock 


and ending at 4:20 was held yesterday in / 


the offices of D. H. Burnham & Co., archi- 
tects for the proposed west side terminal of 
the Pennsylvania group of railroads. 

The meeting was called, according to a per- 
gon present, as a conference between the 
railroad officials involved in the terminal 
scheme and certain members of the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce. 

Even an oral statement regarding the 
meeting was refused, but it is a safe guess 
that the railroads would not object to the 
aid of the Association of Commerce in get- 
ting their ordinances through the city 
council. ; 

The meeting was of sufficient importance 
for Vice President J. J. Turner of the Penn- 
sylvania to make the trip from Pittsburgh 
to Chicago. 


Pians Discussed in Detail. 

That the plans for the station were dis- 
cussed in considerable detail was clearly in- 
dicated by the drawings taken into the room 
More time was consumed by the conferees 
than wae taken to ¢xplain the plans to the 
council committee on terminals. 

In addition to Mr. Turner, President Darius 


Miller of the Burlington and a representative 


of the St..Pau!l were there to aid E. R. Gra- 
ham, the architect who prepared the plans. 

W hile ‘the railroads were conferring with 
the large business interests small business 
men of the west side were circulating a peti- 
tien protesting against the Pennsylvania 
pian.

‘The effort made by the Pennsylvania 
company to understand the Pond program 
appears to have been made with the same 
Care and intelligence that characterizes its 
consideration of the conditions and. needs of 
the rapidiv growing city of Chicago.”’ 

In specific contradiction of the Pennsylva- 
nia officials the Ponde continue:

The Pond assert that their calculations of 
published plans of the New York Central 
ftation in New York show sharper curves 
than is contemplated in Chicago

Through 
an attorney he applied for a license, but was 
refused on the grounds that the location did 
not comply with the bakery ordinance in re- 
spect to light, ventilation, cleanliness, wall 
surfac:;, and the fact that the cellar is flood- 
ed dur.ng excessive rains, and is subject to 
the entrance of street dirt. 

Finkelstein defended himself on a civil 
suit by bringing witnesses to show he had 
purchased the building and fixtures before 
the passage of the ordinance, with the inten- 
tion of operating it as a hakeshop. Since 
then the shop has been running without a 
license. 


Plunges Down Dark Stairway. 

At the bakery of Emi! Jawoski and August 
Widmer. 740 North Wells street, Dr. Young 
plunged down into e dark stairway, leading 
down from the street. The hot air com- 
ing UP was stifling. Inthe front of the cellar, 
under the sidewalk, was piled wood of all 
descriptions. Harness hung on the wall. 

At one side, where the light filtered in 
through the glass pave, a mirror and place for 
comb and brush had been made against the 
wall, gave evidence of frequent ablutions 
before the looking glass. Directly under 
the glass were two wooden pails. One was 
newly opened and contained lard. 

The other contained some dark jam mixture 
and had cobwebs on the top ofit. Both were 


the entrance of this chamber wag a iarge 
cask, containing some kind of oil for frying 
doughnuts. The top of the barre! was open. 
In the same room several kittens played 
about. 


Doughnuts Spread on Concrete. Floor. 
In front of the ovens large pans of dough- 
nuts were spread on the concrete floor. To 
one side of the ovens were racks containing 
loaves of bread Beside these racks two 
bakers stood in their bare feet on sheets 
of newspapers on the floor and changed their 
working clothes for their street attire. 
“Do the cats catch your rats for you?” 
asked one of the inspectors 
‘Not entirely,”’ replied Jawoski. We ping 
at them with a rifle and then use poison, too.” 
“The place is closed,’’ ordered Dr. Young. 
Finish what stuff you have here on the table, 
but make up no more. Officer see to it,” 
The policeman saluted and prepared for 
his first‘ night’s vigil in a bakery 
Dr. Young left the place, naking a state- 
ment om the standing of the case. Reading 
from the reoords he said: 

‘‘In 1908 we informed them that we would 
not issue a license on account of inadequate 
ventilation, insufficient drainage, poor maine 
tenance, and dirty walls, floors, and uten- 
sis. The place was flooded on Aug. 11, 1912, 
He wants to make an agreement to get out in 
one year, but he will have to move sooner 
than that or stay closed permanently.’ 


Rat Catchers in Evidence. 
Martin Anderson, owner of the bakeshop at 
441 West Division street, took the inspecting 


f party through the cellar bakeshop. He ex- 


plained the water pipes had burst and the 
plumbers were fixing the trouble. On a 
pile of rubbish at one end of the dark cellar 
four cats mumbled over bits of food on the 
floor Mr. Anderson said that they were his 
rat catchers 

The mixing table in the front of the cellar 
was directly beneath a window that opened 
even with the sidewalk. Jr. Young explained 
that the dirt from the street sifted down in 
the mixing dough. 

In a chamber under the sidewalk was a 
mie of milk cans, discarded tin cans, and 
pans of ail kinds The chamber was hung 
with cobwebs, 

Dr. Young closed the place and left a police- 
manon guard. Anderson was invited to visit 
the office of the health commissionér today, 
prepared to make some definite agreement 
as to when he would move his bakeshop 


above ground.

“Whereas, It is well known that the em- 
ployés in cellar bakeries are subject to pul- 
monary troubles, tuberculosis, bronchitis, 
etc., and that the product of these cellar bak- 
eries cannot be sufficiently ‘safeguarded 
against contamination; 

‘Whereas, For twenty years the health 
department of Chicago has been using every 
effort to improve the sanitary condition of 
city bakeries and has’been heartily supported 
in these efforts by the bakers’ union of Chi- 
cago, which body has protested against the 
passage of the bill in question; 

‘Whereas, The pastage of the bill will in 
effect undo the work of years on the part of 
the Chicago health department itn the Interest 
of publi health; 

“ Resolved, That the ahimentieast on publie

this measure as being essentially selfish in 
origin and totally vicious and retrogressive in 
intent. and that this committee protests vig- 
orously against its passage and urges the 
members of the state legisiature not only #0 
vote against the bill but aleo to use every 
effort to prevent its adoption.”

ON ROADS, DECLARES MERRIAM, 


Alderman, in Talk Before Civic Fo- 
rum, Says It’s Up to the City to 
Halt Rail Officials. 


Ald. Charlies Merriam last night indulged 
in praise and criticism of the state legislature 
at the second meeting of his civic forum in 
Hyde Park High gechooi. 

He recited the activities of the city council 
for the last month, discussed the clash be-

Paltimore, Md.. June 13.—The ninth annual 
eonvention of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of America finished its business today 
grd adjourned to meet &t Toronto next year. 

William Woodhead of San Francisco was 
elected president, Walter B, Cherry of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., vice president, F. 8. Fiorea of 
Indianapolis secretary (re@lection), and T. D, 
Le Quatte of Des Moines, la., treasurer. 

The executive committee will announce the 
gate for next year's meeting later. The con- 
yention adopted unanimously “a declare- 
tion” submitted by the joint committee of 
departmental representatives placing the as- 
gociation on record in opposition to all forms 
of untruthful advertising and recommending 
measures designed to correct evils wherever 
they occur. 

A permanent commission composed of the 
constituent elements of the joint committee 
to deal in detail with the problems existing 
fr the fields of advertising is proposed. 

\Evers advertising interest is urged to sub- 
mit problems regarding questionable adver- 
tising to this commission and to the national 
yigilance committee. 


New Advertising Creed. 

The “code of morals ’’ adopted by the con- 
vention is as fokows: 

“We believe the time has now come when 
this great body, the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of America, should establish a per- 
manent authenticated commission, com- 
posed of the constituent elements represent- 
ed in the present committee and such other 
elements as may be added, which commission 
should deal in detail with the problems ex- 
istent in our flelds. 

“We recommend that each of these con- 
stituent elements, ¥° advertising agents. 
agricultural publications, directories, gen- 
eral advertisers, magazines, newspapers, 
outdoor advertising, printing and engrav- 
ing, religious press, retail advertisers, tech- 
nical publications, trade press, specialty 
advertising, and such other elements as may 
be added, be formed as suborganizations of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of Amer- 
ica and that into these departmental organ- 
izations be admitted as members only those 


who can meet the qualifications established 


by the duly authorized commission or investi- 
gating body. 


Pledge Selves to Truth. 

“We belleve in Truth, the corner stone of 
ail honorable and successful business, and 
we pledge ourselves each to one and one 
to all to make this the foundation of our 
dealings, to the end that our mutual rela- 
tions may become still more harmonious and 
efficient. 

“We believe in truth—not only in the 
printed word, but in every phase of business 
connected with the creation, publication, and 
Sissemination of advertising. 

“We believe there should be no double 
standard of morality involving buyer and 
seller of advertising or advertising mate- 
rial.. Governmental! agencies insist on “ full 
weight’ packages and ‘full weight” cir- 
cualtion figures. They also should insist on 
“full weight/”’ delivery in every commercial 
transaction involved in advertising. We be- 
Meve that agents and advertisers should not 
issue copy containing manifestly exagger- 
ated statements, slurs, or offensive matter of 
any kind, and that no such statements should 
be given publicity. 


Want Circulation Revision. 

“We belleve that the present chaotic mul- 
tiplicity of methods of arriving at verifica- 
tion of circulation statements not only are 
confusing but inadequate and that the time 
for radical revision of these methods and for 
standardizing of statements is the present, 
and the opportunity for constructive work 
along these lines is given by the assemblage 
at this convention for.the first time of repre- 
sentatives of all the different interests con- 
cerned in this vital matter. 

“We believe in coéperation with other 
agencies now at work on this problem, espe- 
cially in the plan of the central bureau of 
verification which has already been initiated 
by some of the organizations represented in 
this commission, and request the executive 
committee to proceeg therewith. 

“We indorse the work of the national vigi- 
lance committee and believe in the continued 
and persistent education of press and public 
regarding fraudulent advertising and recom- 
mend that the commission, with the co- 
Operation of the national vigilance commit- 
ould pass upon problems raised and 
conduct campaigns of education on these 
lines. We believe it to be the duty of every 
advertising interest to submit problems re- 
garding questionable advertising to this com- 
mission and to the national vigilance com- 
mittee 


tee, sh 


Eliminate Sharp Practice. 

“We believe the elimination of sharp 
Practice on the part of both buyer and seller 
of advertising and advertising material will 
result from the closes relationship that is be- 
ing established, and that in place of minor 
antagonisms will come personal codperation 
to the increased benefit of all concerned, and 
the uplifting of the great and growing busi- 
nese of advertising. 

‘ We believe in upholding the hands worthy 
to be upheld, and we believe that each and 
every member owes a @uty to this assccia- 
tion of enforcing the code of morals based on 
Truth in advertising. and Truth and In-

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POLICE AND PROPERTY OWNERS 
PLEDGE AID IN WAR ON DIVES. 


Health Commissioner Young Says His 


Department Is Powerless—Commit- 
tee Stirs Up Realty Men. 


Coéperation of the police and owners of 
property in the red light district was prom- 
ised the Committee of Fifteen yesterday in 
the work of closing immoral resorts and rid- 
ding the city of dives. 

The principal activity was shown by the 
owners of property whose names were listed 
in the committee's report and sent to Mayor 
Harrison, Chief of Police MoWeeny, and 
Health Commissioner Young. Immediate 
steps were taken by severa! to oust the keep- 
ers of resorts. Others notified their agents 
to cause cancellation of leases. 

(Practically all the owners pleaded igno- 
rance of the uses to which the. tenants had 
put their property. 

The chief ordered Capt. Ryan of the Twen- 
ty-second street station to make a thorough 
investigation and file a detailed report of 
conditions in the vice district.

to leave the jurisdiction of the court.”’ 

Clifford W. Barnes, president of the com- 
mittee of fifteen, and Samuel P. Thrasher, 
superintendent, declared they will proceed 
with the prosecution of the owners unless 
the police take steps to close the dives or 
the owners themsives oust the keepers.

ALDERMEN PLAN CHANGES 
TO CURB GOLDSTEIN’S RULE. 


City May Use Abandoned School Yard 
for West Side Market and Give the 
Shopkeepers Right to Display. 


Radical changes will be made in the con- 
duct of the Maxwell and Jefferson street mar- 
kets, according to several members of the 
health committee yesterday, after that body 
had completed its investigation. 

While the committee may not recommend 
the removal of A.I.Goldstein,market master, 
it was asserted the evidence shows he has 
been lax in keeping accounts and that the 
general conditions of the Ghetto markets 
need remedying. 

A suggestion by John M. Kantor, attorney 
for Goldstein, that the city acquire property 
in that district and establish a municipal 
market, apparently met general favor. Mr. 
Kantor urged’ for this purpose the property 
on Maxwell, between Jefferson and Union 
streets, occupied by the Oliver Goldsmith 
school, now abandoned. 

Ald. Willis O. Nance, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said sanitary conditions thus could 
be much improved and the venders would be 
better assured of fair treatment. Ald. Hugo 
L. Pitte, in whose ward the market is loca- 
ted, also supported te scheme. 

Ald, ‘“‘Manny” Abrahams, also of the 
Twentieth ward, thought the location not 
advantageous on account of the shifting of 
the Ghetto westward. 

In his closing arguments Attorney Samuel 
E. Pincus, counsel for the protesting ped- 
dlers, demanded the removal of Goldste'n. 

Mr. Pincus also wanted the ordinance 
creating the Maxwell street market amended 
to include only the area from curb to curb. 
This would allow storekeepers to mairtain 
small stands in front of their stores without 
paying. Attorney Kantor concurred in the 
recommendation. 

Attorney Pincus charged when he asked for 
records from Acting Auditor Joseph Harvey 
they were not forthcoming, but that they 
had been produced at the last moment, offer- 
ing no time for study. 


The committee will formulate its recom- ' 


mendations next week.

TAX PAID SETS RECORD. 
Levy Runs Above $38,000,000; 


Son’s Share in Property Ex- 
ceeds $68,000,000.

New York, June 13.—[Special.]—Transfer 


designated to appraise the estate of Col. John 
Jacob Astor, signed his report today, and it 
will be filed in the gurrogate’s office tomor- 
row. 

The total value of the estate is $87,218, 791, 
which is $2,000 more than ‘the total of the 
Astor appraisal published on April 18 last. 
Of this amount, $63,124,821 is the value of the 
real estate in Manhattan and the Bronx 
and the country place, Fernciiff, at Rhine- 
beck. 

All the personal property, consisting of se- 
curities, paintings, jewelry, statuary, 
bronzes, art objects, etc., is worth $24,094,470, 
of which $22,204,864 is the value of the secur-' 
ities, mortgages, and debta owing to the es- 
tate, 


Estate Pays Largest Tax. 

The Astor estate already has aid a tax of 
$3,150,000, the largest ever paid by a single 
estate in this country, and it is estimated that 
if the surrogate follows the method suggest- 
ed by Mr. Quinn in fixing the tax the estate 
will pay at least $200,000 more. 

The papers show that the real estate ap- 
praisers chosen by agreement assessed the 


property in Manhattan and the Bronx at 
nearly $10,000,000 more than the property is 


taxed by the city, or an increase of about 20 ! 
per cent. 

The share of Vincent Astor in the estate 
as computed by the appraiser is $68,964,590, 
which will be increased about $10,000,000 if 
he survives beneficiaries who hold life inter- 


ests in the estate. 
The share of Madeleine Force Astor, the 


widow, is $7,678,000. 

The share of Alice Muriel Astor, the daugh- 
ter, is appraised at $4,856,758, and of the in- 
fant son, John Jacob Astor, at $2,928,672. 


Disputed Claim on vewel,. 

The testimony disclosed many interesting 
things not known before, one of which was 
that after Col. Astor's death a clain was 
made that the largest pieces of jewelry which 
had been worn by his mother and which went 
to him under his father’s will were not his 
property and should be surrendered by the 
estate. This claim has not twen settled. 
Whether or not this claim was made by Col. 
Asior’s sisters as chief heire of the estate 
of their mother was not stated. 

Benjamin H. Hertz, who appraised the 
jewelry, in explaining his estimate of $78.000 
as the value of the diamond sunburst. sald 
that the sunburst contained 288 stones weigh- 
ing 230 carats, at $300 a carat, with a center 
stone of fifteen carats which he appraised at 
$600 a carat. A diamorid necklace, appraised 
at $60.000, was a rope of 204 stones weighing 
200 carats, appraised at $300 acarat. A pair 
of diamond solitaire earrings. appraised at 
$12,000, weighed fifteen carats, appraised 
at $800 a carat. 


WOOLFOLK’S LIFE INSURANCE 
FIGURES IN COURT’S ORDER. 


Judge Carpenter Sets Aside Restraining 
Order as Far as It Affects Colonial 


Bank’s Securities, 


The restraining order of May 19 against the 
holders of collateral securities of the Realty 
Realization company was ordered set aside 
by Federal Judge Carpenter yesterday in so 
far ae it affected the collateral held by the 
Colonial Trust and Savings bank against the 
concern. 

This collateral held by the bank !s an insur- 
ance policy by the North American Life In- 
surance company of $100,000 on the life of 
Clinton S&S Woolfolk, former head of the 
Realization company. ‘Woolfolk was killed 
March 27, 1913, by a gunshot wound self- 
inflicted. 

The policy is held by the bank as collateral 
for two loans said to total a little over $31,000. 
According to the petition the {nsurance com- 
pany has made a verbal offer to compromise 
for $40,000 cash.

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Ex-Gov, Glasscock Says It Was 


Necessary to Protect Miners. 


DECLARES THEY WANTED IT, 


Severe Sentences Advised by Him, but 


Not Carried Into Effect.

Charleston, W. Va., June 13,—Having heard 
from former Gov. Glasscock his explanation 
of the conditions under which the Paint Creek 
and Cabin Creek mining districts were placed 
under military rule, the senate mine strike 
investigating committee has only a single 
branch of its inquiry to be concluded here, 

The testimony of Gov. Glasscock and the 
civil officials of Kanawha county, in power 
during the strike, concluded the record under 
the head of the “ arrest and conviction of 
citizeng contrary to the laws and constitu- 
tion.”’ 

The question ag to agreements and combi- 
nations “contrary to the laws of the United 
States” for the purpose of controlling the 
production of West Virginia coal will not be 
taken up by the committee at thie time, owing 
to the fact that officials of the United Mine 
Workers have been indicted on this charge 
under tho Sherman anti-truat law. 


Glasscock Defends His Course. 
Gov. Glasscock defended the declaration 
of martial law in the strike zone. He told the 
committee the sheriff and county prosecutor 
of Kanawha county informed him they were 
unable through the civil courts to control 


the strike district, and that they urged the 


declaration of martial law. 

He said he had been reluctant to take 
charge of the situation with theimilitary, 
but parties to the industrial controversy had 
urged him to do so. Senator Borah ascer- 
tained that the former governor believed the 
“mine guards” in the strike district, most 
of them employés of the Baldwin-Feltz de- 
tective agency, were the main cause of trou- 
ble and that one of the principal reasons 
for his declaring martial law in the first in- 
stance was to rid the district_of the mine 

guards. After the guards had been driven 
out, he said, the question of unionizing the 
field became acute and the trouble again 
broke out. 


Reasons for Severe Sentences. 

“TI consider that a state of war existed 
on Paint and Cabin creeks,’’ he said, “‘ and 
I considered that under the martial law 
régime the will of the commander in chief, 
myself, was supreme in the affected terri- 
tory. I regarded the proceedings by the mil- 
tary commission as strictly in accord with 
the law under the conditions which were ap- 
parent at the time.” 

He said he had an understanding with the 
military commission that heavy sentences 
were to be imposed, but he was not to allow 
the prisoners to serve the full terms. The 
long sentences were planned “ for the moral 
effect.”* 

Mrs. Sarah Blizzard of Eskdale said she 
started to visit a neighbor and was ordered 
back to her home by a mine guard because 
she looked like ‘“‘ Mother Jones ” to him. 

Mrs. Maud Estep, whose husband was 
killed when the armored train clashed with 
the miners at Holly Grove on Feb. 7, de- 
scribed how the little family was seated tn 
the living room when the train came up the 
creek and the shooting commenced, 

‘* My husband tried to get us all into the 
cellar.’ she said, ** but when he got around 
on the outside of the house and was calling 
to us he was shot dead.” 


AVIATOR KILLED BY FALL. 


English Naval Lieutenant Meets Fate 
Flying with Gordon Bell— 
Latter Hurt Badly. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 18.—Naval Lieut. Kennedy, 
who is an aviator, was killed in the Brook- 
lande aerodrome while flying as a passenger 
with Gordon Bell, aviator, this afternoon. 
They were fiying dt the rate of e!ghty miles 
an hour ata height of only thirty feet. The 
banking of the aerodrome was 80 steep that 
the machine crashed into it and the men 
were pinned beneath the wreckage. Mr. Bell 
was severely injured.

Illinois Man Points to Damage 
He Asserts They Are Doing 
Country Merchant. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 
Washington, D. C., June 13.—[Special.}— 
The great American mail order houses are 
fast putting the country merchant out of 
business, asserts Representative Hinebaugh, 


‘the Illinois Progressive, who inserted in the 


Congressional Record in the house today an 
argument in support of his bill taxing these 
concerns for rural benefits. His measure 
proposes that the revenue thus raised shall 
be expended in bullding country roads. 

Mr. Hinebaugh says that the decrease in 
vilage Population is due to the elimination 
of local merchants by mail order competi. 
tion and that a so¢ial deterioration of rural 
centers ie the net result. 


Death to Country Merchants. 

“It should be perfectly’ apparent to every 
thinking person that the country merchant 
must go out of business, as the great mail or- 
der houses gradually close down upon the 
local marketsa,’’ “he says. 

“In eight of our great states many towns 
have lost population during the last ten 
years. The following are the states and the 
number of towns in each which have shown 
a decided dcrease in population due to the 
effect of the mail order business:

Advantage with Mail Order Men. 

Representative Hinebaugh concluded his 
statement with the assertion that “ the great 
mail order houses have no difficulty in under- 
selling the retail dealer, no matter how 
much he may reduce his margin of profit. 
Buying as they do from prison contractors 
the products of convict labor they secure 
many of their manufactured articles at prices 
that would be utterly tmpossible to obtain 
if made by free labor.”’

Such eonditions breed all sorts of physical 
ills. -A conscientious. physician could find 
ample opportunities for making a living off 
these people and doing good at the same 
time. 

It so happens, however, that the capable 
and comecientious physician fincés a more 
congenial location. The physicians in the 
district, with notahle exceptions, of course, 
are meni Who are at the bottom of their pro- 
fession not aloneeducattonally but ethically. 
They are men who ia@ degen Or so years ago 
were either factery hands, saloonkeepers, 
Ur peddlers, and who later took wp medicine. 
They have not studied in accredited schools 
but in medical colleges that have since been 
put out of business in large numbers be- 
cause they were found to be ‘‘ diploma fac- 
tories.’’

The methods which these men pursued in 
years past as bartenders they now pursue 
as physidans. Thes do. not practice medi- 
cine; they dealin medicine. Every discovery 
in the medical sciemees is used by them not 
for the benefit of humanity, but for swindling 
patients. Diphtheria antitoxin is a typical 
instance. 

Some of these doctors are labeled by the 
more conscientious members of their. pro- 
fession *“‘antitoxin peddlers.” These phyat- 
cians carry diphtheria antitoxin in their 
pockets. When a woman brings her baby to 
such a physician to inquire about a siight 
cough which the child has the doctor will at 
once frighten the mother with a hint at the 
possibility of the child getting croup. 

Now, ecrowp has until recent years.been 
the deadliest disease in the old world. At 
the mention of this disease women in the for- 
eign section still faint from fear. The phy- 
pician, after having duly frightened the 
mother, persuades her to let. him inject the 
antitoxin and in this way save the child. Thus 
by *‘ ereating business ’’ the physician makes 
$5 fllegitimately. where otherwise he would 
have made one legitimate dollar. 

fSvery second doctor in the district is in 
league with some druggist, according to reli- 
able statements When a Ghetto resident 
needs a physician he goes to the nearby iirug- 
gist and asks him to recommend a doctor. 
The druggist ‘“ holds’ this patient for “ his“ 
doctor. The doctor, to reward the druggist, 
loads the patient up with three or four pre- 
scriptions. The charge for these prescrip- 
tions varies with the looks of the patient 

If the patient should happen to display a 
$10 bill in front of the cruggista prescription 
that can be cot anywhere for 40 cents will 
suddenly jump to $1.50. Should the patient 
protest he is told some story about this being 
a high class drug store, where none but the
